' Four attempt were made on the life of the Queen 
during her reign none of which of course succeeded: /One by a 
Chartist, two by madnem, and one by an Irish lad whom the Queen 
had pardoned and who was sent to, Australia by her at her own 
expense after being released from prison. 

She came to the throne under auspices none too happy 
for that time the popular faith in Kings and Queens was on the 
decline, She revived that faith, consolidated the position of the 
Crown, captivated the multitudes, and won the respect of thought 
ful men. Endowed with the saving grace of common sense, she 
was no intellectual, but through all the 64 years that she sat on 
the Throne she brought to it, an austere simplicity and queenly 
dignity that caused the whole world to mourn, and us in this day 
to remember ‘Victoria the Good.” ;

enable them to rest enough to ensure 
healing, This is what has happen- 
ed in those thousands of cases who 
have, in years past, come out of sani- 
torium with their disease arrested, 
Unfortunately, this form of rest is 
not sufficient to allow for healing 
in all cases. It was for the cases who 
did not improve under bed rest that 
surgical therapy was first suggested.
